he H. Krinsky and Son barns and garage on Park Street 
came down Tuesday, signaling the end of an era in down- 
town Andover. 

A small audience began to gather at the site about 7 a.m. Tues- 
day, when employees of Kidder Building and Wrecking Inc. of 
Plaistow, N.H., arrived to begin unloading the track backhoe that 
carefully dismantled more than 100 years of local history. 

Morris Krinsky died in February at the age of 79. His father, 
Hyman Krinsky, first opened the junkyard on the site in 1926. Pri- 
or to that the property had been the home of the Tuttle and Morri- 
son Wagon and Carriage Shop. Andover Historical Society 
records indicate three buildings on the site, though situated in a 
different manner than the three razed this week, at the turn of the 
century.

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Two teens charged in school vandalism

Two Andover teen-agers were 
arrested early Wednesday morning, 
Aug. 28, and charged with spray paint- 
ing graffiti on outside windows, walls 
and doors at Sanborn School. 


The two boys, 14 and 15 years old, 
were charged with vandalism under 
the new graffiti law, according to Lt. 
Kevin Lynch. 


The new law allows the courts to 
delay a teen from getting his or her 


driver’s license for up to a year after 


the teen would otherwise be eligible to 
drive, according to the lieutenant. 


According to police reports, Officer 
Anthony Vallante was on what has 
become a routine patrol of the schools 
when he spotted a youth on a bicycle 
behind Sanborn School. The youth fled 
into the woods on his bicycle when he 
spotted the cruiser. Officer Vallante 
saw blue and gold paint on the walls 
and windows of the school and a sec- 
ond bicycle laying on the ground. He 
called for backup, then chased the flee- 
ing teen into the woods on foot. 


Officers James Moses, Henry 
Picard, Lee Britton and Tim Hagerty 
joined the search in the woods and Offi- 
cer Moses found the 14-year-old lying 
in some shrubbery with his bicycle 
next to him. The boy had fresh paint on 
his hands, tying him to the crime, Lt. 
Lynch said. The boy was handcuffed, 
taken to the police station and placed 
under arrest and his parents were 
called. 


Police found more wet paint, so wet 
it was still dripping in places, on the 
east side of the school building. Words 
including “Pigs suck” and other phras- 


es were written on the doors and walls 
of the building. Two cans of spray paint 
were found at the scene. 


After further investigation a second 
subject, the 15-year-old, was brought to 
the police station by his parents and he 
will face the same charge of vandalism. 


“It was quite extensive as far as the 
paint damage goes,” Lt. Lynch said of 
the amount of damage to the school. 


The Municipal Maintenance Depart- 
ment was working on an estimate for 
the cost of the cleanup Wednesday. 


Planners working on growth, elder housing articles

With a Special Town Meeting just eight 
weeks away, planners Tuesday night contin- 
ued to work on three or four warrant articles 
related to residential growth, and another 
proposal that would allow assisted living 
facilities in residential areas. But any resi- 
dents hoping for a wide-ranging growth- 
management proposal to be presented this 
fall will likely be disappointed. 

Special Town Meeting is scheduled for 
Wednesday, Oct. 23. 


Planners this October will not likely seek 
anything as drastic as a restriction on the 
number of houses that can be built in a year, 
such as was proposed last spring, according 
to Stephen Colyer, planning director. What 
they might do is seek approval of voters for a 
study to consider the long-range impact of 
that or other such proposals. 

“A good analysis of the facts we already 
have could provide the answers and recom- 
mendations we need to develop the right 
kind of growth plan for Andover. We certain- 
ly don’t want to rush headlong into the 
enactment of regulations that might do more 
harm than good,” Mr. Colyer said in a memo 
to the board. 

If such a study is approved this fall, staff 
might then have a report ready for Annual 
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Town Meeting in the spring, and 
may even have some sort of pro- 
posal at that time. 


As for this fall, planners are 
discussing three articles that 
would propose zoning changes 
that would add to the control 
planners have over what will be 
built.

* Require 100 percent of a 
building lot to be uplands. The 
current bylaw requires only 90 
percent, with up to 10 percent 
wetlands; 

¢ Increase required building 
setbacks from 15 feet to 25 or 30 
feet, to target the larger homes 
that are being built on small lots; 

¢ Change lot and slope require- 
ments in an effort to retain more 
natural topography. 


All of these proposals are very prelimi- 
nary, Mr. Colyer cautioned. 

The Planning Board also discussed the 
zoning amendment proposal related to 
assisted living facilities. The discussion 
focused on the requirement for affordable 
units in any assisted living developments, 
and what the town can do as an incentive for 
developers to include or increase the num- 
ber of affordable units available.

THE BENEFICIARY OF YOUR IRA 

In most cases, people designate their spouses to be beneficiaries of 
their Individual Retirement Accounts (IRAs). Any spouse who is age 59 1/2 
(the minimum age at which money may be withdrawn from an IRA without 
incurring a penalty) and wants to use the money can remain as a beneficiary 
and leave the account under the name of the deceased. The 10% penalty 
that applies to money taken out of an IRA before age 59 1/2 does not apply 
to beneficiaries. The spouse can either ask the IRA custodian to pay the 
money out as a lifetime annuity or the money can be taken out over the 5 
years following the IRA owner's death. The other option calls for the spouse 
to convert the IRA to his or her own name. In that case, all IRA rules apply. 
The spouse/beneficiary can change the way that the money is invested, add 
money, and name a new beneficiary, but cannot withdraw money until age

Timothy James Hurley, 84, died July 
21 in Riverside, Calif., of congestive 
heart failure and pneumonia, after a fall 
fractured his hip.

Michael Konjoian, whose family 
owns Konjoian’s Greenhouses on 
Chandler Road, was one of the first to 
arrive for the razing Tuesday. He and 
his wife, Patty, freelance as videogra- 
phers and Michael was at Andover’s 
famous junkyard Tuesday, having 
been hired by someone out of Califor- 
nia. He said he had no idea who he was 
shooting for, but people at the site 
guess it must be Tonight Show host Jay 
Leno, a native of Andover. 

Marshall Darling of Pasho Street 
happened to be on his morning walk, 
which took him past Park Street. Mr. 
Darling, who used to be in real estate, 
said years ago he sat down with Mo 
Krinsky, “the way any good realtor 
does,” to discern the future of the junk- 
yard. According to Mr. Darling, Mr. 
Krinsky said his father tied up the 
property so that the younger Mr. Krin- 
sky couldn’t sell it during his lifetime. 

(Pamela S. Schwartz, Mo Krinsky’s 
attorney and now executrix of the 
estate, said recently that rumor is only 
partially true.

Era’s end 
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purchasing the property, for use as a 
parking lot or a number of other possi- 
ble uses. 

Ms. Schwartz said this week that the 
sale will not necessarily go to the high- 
est bidder, but she will take into con- 
sideration the wishes of those named 
in Mr. Krinsky’s will as beneficiaries 
of his estate. 

Ms. Schwartz said she already has 
had 25 requests for bid packages, and 
she will be placing ads in the newspa- 
pers soliciting bids. She has set an Oct. 
9 deadline for submission of bids, but 
said she is under no obligation to 
award a bid if no suitable offers are 
received. 

The two-family house sits on rough- 
ly 5,000 square feet at the corner of Flo- 
rence and Park streets. The house and 


lot are currently assessed at a total of 


$145,900 by the Andover assessor’s 
office. 

The junkyard property, now that the 
three buildings have been demolished, 
is an 11,000 square-foot vacant lot. The 
lot and buildings were assessed at 
$174,700 and $26,000 respectively. Now 
that the buildings are gone, the assess- 
ment for the lot would be the total 
assessment, according to Bill Krajeski, 
town assessor. 

But Mr. Krajeski said the assess- 
ment doesn’t really represent the value 
of the lot in light of the fact that it is the 
last developable lot in the CBD. 

He compared it to the sale last May 
of the old bowling alley property at 32 
Park St. That 26,931-square-foot lot was 
assessed at $299,500, but sold for 
$320,000. 

Mr. Krajeski said the Krinsky junk- 
yard lot will likely sell for $200,000 to

Traffic in front 
of Phillips 


Ask anyone from Andover about 
the traffic in front of Phillips Acade- 
my, on Main Street, and you'll get an 
opinion. 

The academy is working on cutting 
four lanes on Main Street down to 
two. Over the years there have been 
several pedestrian-car accidents in 
front of PA. Cars speed up in front of 
the school because the four lanes 
drop down to two right after the 
academy property. 

In addition, no one seems clear on 
pedestrian rules on that stretch of the 
road. So some drivers stop when a 
student crosses the street in a desig- 
nated pedestrian crossing. But while 
one driver stops, another may not, 
and that has been the cause of several 
accidents. 

Academy officials have said it 
would not be safe to build an under- 
ground tunnel for pedestrians cross- 
ing Main Street. And for some rea- 
son, a pedestrian bridge over Route 
28 doesn’t work either. Some people 
say students wouldn’t use such a 
bridge. 

So the academy has come up with 
the idea of cutting the four lanes 
down to two. In a letter on the next 
page in today’s newspaper, Apple- 
crest Road resident Donald E. John- 
son brings up some significant prob- 
lems with limiting traffic lanes any- 
where in Andover, a town whose pop- 
ulation is growing, and that includes 
the number of cars. 

So we urge residents to attend the 
Monday, Sept. 9, selectmen’s meeting 
(7:30 p.m.) to voice an opinion about 
the traffic situation in front of 
Phillips Academy. It’s an important 
issue, one that affects all of us.

Ah, the simple life rules ... sometimes

Right now my husband and I have 
one car, three very small bedrooms 
and two bicycles. 

We’re on vacation for two weeks. 
And even 
though this is a 
pricey place, 
life is simple 
and we’re get- 
ting a taste of 
what it would 
be like to live in 
a simpler way. 

Take our 
closet, for exam- 
ple. In the master bedroom of our 
rented beach house is one small clos- 
et, which my husband and I share. 
That’s no problem. I have taken up 
more space than he, but not that 
much. He has one sport coat, a couple 
of pair of trousers and a couple of 
shirts. I have a dress, two pair of 
linen slacks, a skirt and a blouse or 
two. 

We even share the one bureau in 
the room. He has the top two drawers 
because he’s taller. I took the bottom 
two for a couple of T-shirts, socks, a 
tennis dress (I haven’t worn it) and 
my underwear. 

The kitchen is the same way: sim- 
ple but ample. We did bring our 
blender and have used it once to 
make gazpacho soup. We have his 


favorite coffee mug with us because 
he left Andover with it full of coffee. 
There is one mug in the house that I 
like and that’s what I use each morn- 
ing. We talked about bringing our 
favorite paring knives, but we resist- 
ed. 

We are without a phone answer- 
ing machine, we are sharing our lap- 
top computer (we’re not paring down 
completely, please) and I brought my 
favorite baby bed pillow. 

Of course we brought five or six 
books each, and have bought as 
many since we’ve been here. 

But that’s it, that’s all we’ve need- 
ed. Living simply is wonderful. It’s 
refreshing and soul nourishing. 
When I look into the refrigerator I 
can see everything there is: mayon- 
naise, mustard, coffee beans, sliced 
bread from the Black Dog Bakery, a 
bunch of grapes, a head of lettuce, a 
red onion, a bottle of cranberry juice, 
a quart of 1 percent milk, some I 
Can’t Believe It Isn’t Butter (I can), 
half a yellow pepper, a few bottles of 
beer and seltzer. 

I brought some staples, which I 
didn’t want to buy on the island: 
olive oil, tamari, balsamic vinegar, 
Saltless Mexican Seasoning and 
Spike, which is a salt-free all natural 
seasoning, according to its label. So 
we can make salad. We buy fish at 
the store or even at the dock and grill 


it outdoors and that’s it. 

I’ve seen a portable telephone or 
two but only downtown in this little 
island resort and those were being 
used by someone who’s suffering 
from anxiety brought on by being in 
unfamiliar territory. They’re having 
an Out of Office experience. 

Getting back to basics is appeal- 
ing. Maybe it’s an excuse not to think 
one has to dress or cook fancy, to use 
the very basics. My green linen shirt 
goes fine with my tan linen slacks as 
well as over my bathing suit as well 
as with my shorts. I can wear my 
dress with or without a blouse under 
it, so that’s two outfits right there. 

We met a man today who has fig- 
ured the way to make simple work. 
He’s lived on this island for a while 
now. Called Travis Tuck, he makes 
special-ordered sculptures, mostly 
weather vanes. Some of his cus- 
tomers are Stephen Spielberg, the 
Clintons, Carly Simon, the city of 
Hamburg, Germany, Bloomingdale’s 
59th Street location in New York 
City, Beverly Sills, James Taylor and 
a few towns, which have ordered 
reproductions of aging weather 
vanes from the old town hall or the 
oldest church. Now what’s so simple 
about that, you ask. Well, I agree, his 
life doesn’t appear that simple, but it 


really is. He and his wife leave the

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Traffic in front of 
Phillips Academy 


Editor, Townsman: 

Perhaps people don’t understand 
what will happen if the plan to reduce 
traffic to single lanes in the “corridor” 
portion of Route 28 (Main Street) in 
front of Phillips Academy is imple- 
mented. 

Right after construction is complet- 
ed, traffic will move more slowly 
through the corridor and there will be 
short delays. Within a few years after 
construction, the corridor will not be 
able to carry the rush hour flow and 
there will be long delays. Traffic will 
attempt to find other routes, some 
down side roads not designed to handle 
heavy traffic. These side roads, largely 
in residential areas, will become more 
dangerous and difficult to get through. 

These predictions are not specula- 
tions, but are based on tables given in 
the report by Vanasse & Associates 
Inc., the transportation engineers and 
planners who are engaged on the pro- 
ject. The projections based on tables in 
the report show that saturation of traf: 
fic in the corridor, i.e., traffic volume 
equals capacity, as early as the year 
2000, just three years after completion 
of the project. 

A major factor in this problem is the 
unique nature of the road system. The 
stretch of Route 28 in front of Phillips 
Academy forms a corridor between 
road systems with higher traffic capac- 
ities. On the north side it carries traffic 
flow from three roads: School Street, 
Main Street and Bartlet Street. On the 
south side it carries traffic flow from 
Salem Street, Hidden Road and Route 
28, which has a higher capacity due to 
its higher speed limit. 

The “corridor” in front of the acade- 
my has to carry the traffic load from 
these feeder roads and therefore has 
the potential to form a natural bottle- 
neck to the traffic. The current four- 
lane road, which is about to be reduced, 
alleviates some of the bottleneck effect. 

In these times of ever increasing 
traffic flows due to increased town pop- 


ulation and a general upsurge in busi- 
ness activity, I have a problem with the 
idea of reducing the capacity of any 
major road such as Route 28. If this pro- 
ject goes forward, the new century will 
be one of traffic jams and disgruntled 
drivers. Certainly there must be a bet- 
ter way to deal with the pedestrian 
safety problems at Phillips without 
causing such an enormous disruption 
to the town traffic flow. 

Unless concerned citizens voice 
their objections at the upcoming select- 
men’s meeting at 7:30 p.m. on Monday, 
Sept. 9, the corridor project will not be 
changed. I strongly urge the people of 
Andover to make use of this opportuni- 
ty.

During the summer, they are too 
busy to do more than wave hello in 
passing on the main street. In his shop 
there is a sign about a house for rent 
come September. That is his house, he 
explains, which he and his wife 
designed and had built. During the 
summer it makes sense financially for 
them to rent out their house in weekly 
increments. They then rent a less 
expensive house for the summer and 
they make $10,000 or $12,000 out of the 
deal. When all the tourists have gone 


home, their life settles down and they 
have a calmer, slower life. 

We wandered into his shop because 
his dog was lying outside, tethered by a 
chain, but she looked invitingly friend- 
ly and we petted her so he was pleased 
and said hello. 

So repeat after me: I can live without 
my fax machine, without 40 pair of 
shoes (for a while anyway). I won't 
miss my portable phone, I don’t need a 
VCR (we do have a television on 
island), one closet is enough, the dishes 
don’t have to be fancy and I’m happy as 
long as I have my coffee grinder, 
which, by the way, we brought from 
home. 

Ah, the simple life. It’s not so simple 
to get this simple. 
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Also the Townsman could publish 
the results of these meetings weekly. 
Maybe more of your papers would sell.

I 
remember the morning in which I 
came back, I was reading something | 
wrote down there to my parents and I 
had to stop because the emotions were 
too hard on me. But I guess I'l] just 
start and tell you about my mission 
and maybe it could become your mis- 
sion. 

There is a lot of hurting people down 


in West Virginia and most of them are 
children that don’t even know they’re 
hurt. Many of them can sense that 
they’re in a bad situation but a lot just 
don’t even think about it.

anyone. &

the raising of minimum wage is a big 
deal, but it is...these people get practi- 
cally nothing...they are the third-world 
state in the U.S. They can’t fight the 
corporations because they’ll just 
threaten to move elsewhere and that’s 
all they have for jobs really....it’s a sad 
place and it needs a lot of help. .

Science skills aid workers 


More than 600 different jobs need people 
trained in basic chemistry 


here could be good news for a 
change about employment in 
this country. 

People from defense-related indus- 
tries who lose their jobs due to mili- 
tary downsizing are not likely to swell 
the unemployment lines for long if 
they have a science background, 
experts say. Most science profession- 
als will probably find new jobs within 
a year. 

Researchers at the American Chem- 
ical Society say chemists and chemical 
engineers are particularly rehireable 
because a basic chemistry background 
prepares people to do more then 600 
different jobs. They can work in areas 
of food, nutrition, technology, health, 
environment, and crime-solving, just 
to name a few. 


“We are trying to get this message 
out to women and minorities — two 
groups who are underrepresented in 
the science workplace,” says Dr. Helen 
M. Free, president of the Society, 
whose 145,000 members make it the 
largest scientific society in the world. 

“Somewhere early in their educa- 
tion usually around the third or 
fourth grade — girls turn off to sci- 


ence, and so do most Afro-American 
and Hispanic students. Yet science 
could be an ‘economic lifeline’ for 
women and minorities, who tend to 
suffer most when jobs are scarce.” 

Dr. Free wants young people to real- 
ize “how much fun it is to be a scien- 
tist. You get your hands dirty, you 
play with things, you change them, 
you discover things for yourself, and 
you may discover, or even create, 
something no one has ever seen 
before.” 


To help young people appreciate the 
importance and the fun of science, the 
Society targets to them a wealth of 
career and educational materials that 
begin at the kindergarten level. It also 
sponsors special workshops for girls 
and a summer program that enables 
economically disadvantaged high- 
school students to experience the sci- 
ence workplace.

Robin Wright, co-star of the popu- 
lar movie “Forrest Gump,” is fea- 
tured in a new public service cam- 
paign for print and television, urging 
parents to be aware of possible hear- 
ing problems in their children. 


The actress makes this recommen- 
dation in “A Guide to Your Child’s 
Hearing,” published by the Better 
Hearing Institute. 

Speaking as a mother concerned 
about better hearing for children, 
Wright urges parents to watch and 
listen for tell-tale signs of hearing 
loss. She says the booklet will help 
them to better understand common 
ear problems and available hearing 
help for children. 


Early detection 

Patrick Brookhouser, M.D., presi- 
dent of the American Auditory Soci- 
ety, agrees. “Early detection of a 
child’s hearing loss is vital, as so 
much of a child’s speech and lan- 
guage development depends on hear- 
ing,” he says.

“The cues I get as an actress are 
important,” says Wright. “As a moth- 
er, the cues my children give me are 
even more vital. For example, does 
your baby respond to your voice? 
Does your child complain of ear- 
aches? Does your child have difficul- 
ty speaking well? Not reacting to 
such cues early enough could leave 
your child with permanent hearing 
loss. 

“Remember, a child is never too 
young for a hearing evaluation ... 
and never too young for hearing 
help,” Wright says.

Getting children 


Preparing pre-schoolers and 
school aged children for school can 
mean many responsibilities for 
parents — from registering to buy- 
ing clothes and supplies. Back to 
school time is also an opportunity 
to check a child’s growth, health 
and safety through some important 
steps that parents should consider.
